A communique based on inform a­ 
tion received up to 12:30 p in., E ast­ 
ern W ar Time, today said: 
“North Pacific Area: 
-I. On the Fourth of July U. S. 
submarines torpedoed four Ja p a ­ 
nese destroyers In the Aleutian 
islands. 
"2. Three of these destroyers 
were attacked at Risk*. 
Two 
were sunk and the third, when 
last seen, wa* burning fiercely. 
“3. The fourth destroyer was 
torpedoed and sunk a t Abattu 
where enemy transports and es­ 
corting vessels were located on 
July 2 and were attacked by 
Army bombers."

—three destroyers, one cruiser and 
one transport—and nine damaged.

All Ute attacks prior to the Inde­ 
pendence Day subm arine offensive 
has been made by Army and Navy 
aircraft which have been limited in 
their operations by the Infrequency 
of favorable weather. 
All Evacuated 
All the natives and the few 
white residents have been evac­ 
uated from the western Aleutian 
islands, 
where 
Army 
airmen 
have been playing cat and mouse 
with 
the 
Japanese 
whenever 
weather permits, and from the 
Pribllof Islands In the Bering 
Mea north of Dutch Harbor. 
William Zimmerman. Jr., assistant 
Indian commissioner, reported today 
th a t the evacuees, numbering some­ 
w hat less than 1.000. had been taken 
by the Navy to Juneau. Alaska, 
where the Indian bureau has provid­ 
ed housing. 
The Japanese landing at Atta, 
however, was said by Delegate Di- 
mond of Alaska to have prevented 
the evacuation of the few residents 
of th at island There were no natives 
at Klska. where the Japanese also 
have landed 
^ 
This has not deterred the Army 
from bombing the enemy’s shore In­ 
stallations and any other available 
target* whenever a rift in the fog 
permits. A Navy communique S at­ 
urday reported four attacks by Army 
bombers, supported by Navy patrol 
planes, from June 21 to July 3. 
White C ittern 
Zimmerman said the evacuees in­ 
cluded one or two white teachers, 
three nurses and a few white trad ­ 
ers The others were native Aleuts. 
Some 450 persons were evacuated 
from the Pribllof islands of St. 
George and St. Paul, 80 from Atka, 
a hmall group from Umnak and 
probably 120 persons will be removed 
from Unalaska. 
Dimond said he had recommended 
to the Navy th at the natives be 
evacuated from all of the western­ 
most Aleutian islands to safeguard 
them from Injury and possible war 
action.

Strong Point” 
Lost By N azis 
In Night Fight 


Cairo, July 6 (A P )— British desert fighters attacked Axis 
forces in the El Alamein area yesterday and forced them to 
retreat for the second successive day, British headquarters 
reported today. 
Sharp fighting continued throughout the day and into tho 
night, and ended with Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s troops 
being driven from a stronge point, a communique said. 
Heavy casualties were inflicted on the enemy in this night 
engagement, the bulletin declared. 
British casualties were 
described officially as “slight.” 
Artillery Assault 
Dispatches from the front said the British were wheeling 
up their artillery to blast away over open sights at Rommel’s 
tanks. 
Although military circles said a severe check had been 
delivered to the Axis chieftain’s ambitions, they hesitated to 
suggest yet that he might turn back to the Libyan frontier. 
That he could do so successfully if such a maneuver 
seemed best they did not doubt, however, for the British 
forces apparently were not in position to attempt to cut him 
off or carry out a pursuit in strength. 
(The New York Times said that private advices received 
indirectly from Rome indicate that the withdrawal of Field 
Marshal Rommel from his present advanced position in Egypt 
to Matruh seems imminent.

The British ac­ 
knowledged the loss of six planes 
Military quarters said the new 
Axis withdrawal was purely local in 
character, but it was hoped here 
th at by m aintaining the initiative 
the British might keep Rommel off 
balance and thw art his attem pts to 
regroup his forces for a fresh all- 
out assault. 
It was the general feeling that 
the outlook in Egypt has improved 
greatly from Hie British point of 
view during the past few days. 
Axis Forces Weary 
Partly responsible for this m ount­ 
ing optimism were dispatches from 
the front indicating th at the Axis 
forces, weary from their swift 359- 
mile push across the desert, were 
beginning to suffer from lack of ade­ 
quate supplies of food and water 
as a result of the heavy pounding 
of their extended communication 
lines by Allied airmen. 
RAF pilots returning from bomb­ 
ing missions told yesterday how the" 
had spoiled one huge concentration 
of 3,500 Axis supply trucks west of 
El Alamein and plastered it with 
high explosives.

Again I have had the privilege of 
visiting Greenfield Village, the fa­ 
mous creation of Mr Henry Ford. 
at Dearborn. Michigan. 
Here has 
been set apart a large acreage of 
ground devoted to a realistic picture 
of

life - reconstructed 
homes of many famous people, such 
as Thomas Edison Stephen Faster, 
Luther Bui bank. Noah Webster, and 
William H McGuffey, creator of the 
useful McGuffey Readers 
Here you will see the Court House.
